 2 ABU [CFU pants/gray cargo pants] 

 1 ABU hat w/rank sewn on [CFU may be metal] 

 1 ABU belt (sand w/black tip OR black rigger) 

 1 Pair uniform boots, broken in [CFU same/black shoes] 

 1 Pair blousing bands (optional, may tuck in pants)[/NA] 

 8 Sand t-shirts (enc. logos allowed) [/N.A. polo] 

 8 Pair black boot socks 

 8 Pair liner socks/dress socks/knee-high nylons 

 1 Non-slip sneakers (Dining Services, while working) 

OTHER CLOTHING 

 9 Underwear 

 9 Bras or sports bras (women) 

 1 Pair gym shoes 

 6 PT shorts, black/dk blue (also as sleepwear) (Note 2) 

 6 T-shirts gray no tank tops (also as sleepwear) (Note 3)

 1 Sleepwear (or wear clean PT) 

 1 Set civilian attire (for drive home) (Note 4)

  Hangers (1 per item/set), plus extra just in case 

  Alarm clock

 1 Flashlight/lantern (magnetic suggested) 

  Extra batteries 

  Sheet, fitted (optional, issued sheets may be available) 

  Sheet, flat (optional, issued sheets may be available) 

  Blanket (optional, wool issue blanket may be available) 

  Pillows (optional, pillows available on beds) 

  Pillow case (optional, issued pillow case may be avail) 

 2 Extra pillow cases to line foot locker trays 

  Extension cord, 10’+ (most beds are not near outlets) 

  Earplugs (open bay, to block out snorers) 

  Eye Mask (open bay, lights are not individual controls 

  Laundry bag 

  Camp chair/folding chair for next to bed 

  Throw rug for next to bed 

  *Cooler or Mini-fridge (one per barracks suggested) 

  Crate to use as nightstand 

  *Large trash can (only one provided per floor) 

BATHROOM 

 2 Bath towels 

 1 Washcloth 

 4 *Bath rug (for outside shower stall) 

 1 Pair shower shoes 

  Shampoo 

  Conditioner, if used 

  Soap, in waterproof container, or body wash 

  Hair Spray, if used 

  Brush/comb 

  Hair bands/clips/pins−hair color (women w/ long hair) 

  Toothbrush 

  Toothpaste 

  Deodorant 

  Deodorant body powder 

  Shaving kit (men) 

  Toiletry bag/bucket/bin to carry to shower room 

  Feminine products (women) 

  Moleskin (not foam) 

  Anti-blister stick (apply each morning) 

 9 Days’ supply medications (Note 5) 

  Tylenol/Motrin/Tums/etc. (Note 5) 

  Insect repellant 

  Sunscreen (w/high SPF) 

  Foot powder 

  *Plastic shelf unit for toiletry storage 

 4 *Lg Command Hooks (hanging toiletry bag by mirror) 

OTHER 

  Daypack 

  Watch 

  Cell phone w/charger 

  Handheld radio (if own) w/charger & accessories 

  CAPID 

  State driver’s license 

  CAPF 101 (for driver’s permit) 

  Cash 

  Food/drink (no alcohol). Coffee will be available. 

  Laptop, if needed 

  Camera & batteries 

  Laundry soap 

  Fabric softener 

  Quarters for laundromat (assume $2 wash, $2 dry) 

  Camelback/Hydration Pack/Canteen/other water 

  Pens/pencils/notebook 

  Emergency Services gear (in case of mission) 

  CAPF 161 Emergency Notification, carry on person 

  Disinfecting wipes/spray (e.g. Lysol) 

  *Keurig, coffee, cups 
Grayed items are recommended but not required (e.g. shaving kit), or 
*to share in barracks (e.g. mini-fridge) 

 
Note 1 – ABUs authorized, with sand t-shirts and belt. Worn with black 
boots (sock color not mentioned). If Corporate Working Uniform (i.e. 
polo) is worn, wear black civilian belt or tactical belt, black shoes or 
boots, black socks (white ok with boots).  The CAP baseball cap may 
be worn w/polo as prescribed in VAWG Supplement 1 to CAPM 39-1. 
Encampment ballcap is authorized with BDUs, CFU, and polo. 
Note 2 – Must be able to extend fingers along the outside leg seam 
and have fabric left between the fingers and knees. 
Note 3 – Encampment PT shirts available for purchase. 
Note 4 – Members are authorized to wear civilian clothes during travel, 
per CAPM 39-1, para 1.2.4.2. 
Note 5 – Emergency medications (e.g. inhalers, Epipens) are to be 
kept in the left cargo pocket at all times. All medications in original 
container w/ labels. Write name on containers if not prescription.
